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Rusty Brabant is Going Fishing 


Aristides ‘Rusty’ Brabant has 
retired, He is no longer driving a 
taxi, and the taxi-cab business of 
Wilmington has lost one of its more 
colorful characters, 

Rusty was born in Wilmington, 
up on Salem Street, 74 years ago 
and he has lived in Wilmington all 
his lifes. If Caleb Harriman was 
still alive and still running his 
business Rusty might possibly be 
retiring from the leather business 
instead, 

He worked for forty years in 
Harriman’s Tannery, and after Ca-~ 
leb had died he could see the hand- 
writing on the wall, So he walked 
into the Selectmen’s meeting one 
Monday night, in 1951, and told 
the Selectmen that ‘like the feller 
says’ he wanted t6 go into the taxi 
business, He wanted to buy out 
Johnny Dias, The Selectmen a- 
greed, and granted him a transfer 
of license, Rusty was in business, 

He 1s out of the business now, 
and glad to be. ‘I was a slave to 
the telephone’ he tells his friends, 
‘Taxi driving, for a man who owns 
his cab, {s a day-and-night job, 

In the hey-day of Harriman’s 
tannery Rusty was the Shop Stew- 
ard, He could do any job in the 
tannery, but generally he worked 
as a ‘shaver’, 

The Shop Steward meant that he 
was an official in the Fur and Lea~ 
ther Workers Union, a union that 
was, at that time at least, noted 
for having a leftish tinge, 

Rusty was on the National Board 
and on the Executive Board of the 
Fur and Leather Workers Union, 
and used to attend all the conven 
tions, One was held every other 
year, in such places as Atlantic 
City, Chicago, and St, Joseph, 
Michigan, 

One of the men on the Executive 
Board was Irving Potash. Every 
one knew he was a Communist - 
“but he was a good union man’ 
Rusty says, Rusty was present at 
a meeting im White Lake, NY when 
the FBI walked in and arrested 
Potash, 

Rusty will tell you that he always 
got along well with Caleb Harriman 
Harriman, of course, was the ow- 
ner of the tannery, 

‘He was a rough guy, @ guy you 
couldn’t: force, but he was a straight 
guy. Once or twice he asked my 
opinion on a subject - not that it 
mattered - and I told him’, 

*T never had any trouble with him 
when I was Shop Steward, Itoldhim 
whit the boys wanted, and then I 
gave him time to think it over, He 
was a good employer’, 

But the big thing in Rusty’s life 
has always been fishing, When he 
was a boy he fished Silver Lake and 
Martins Pond, and Lubbers Brook, 
Since then he has fished about 
every stream around, including the 
salt water one called the Atlantic, 

Down in the meadow alongside 
what is today North Street, Rusty 
and a brother could be found fish~ 
ing - ‘bobbing’ is the right word - 
for eels, 

With a thread and needle the boys 
would thread a bunch of worms in- 
to a ball, using no hook at all, 

‘This ball or ‘bob’ on the end of 
a fishing line, would catch eels, who 
would be able ‘to get off again be~ 
cause there was no hook, but never 
did because the eels were thrown 
up into the meadow before they let 
go of the nice juicy bunch of worms, 

‘Then one of the boys would grab 
a club and kill the eel, while the 
other would promptly put the ‘bob’ 
back in the water. 

It was nothing for the boys to 
bring hom a dozen or two of eels 
for their mother to fry.

perfect terms to the Viet Cong as 
preludes to negotiation, only tore- 
scind them the moment the-North 
Vietnamese accepted, Otherwise, 
our government has demanded that 
the Vietminh virtually surrender 
BEFORE coming to the confer~ 
ence table to ‘negotiate’ a settle- 
ment, 

Such unrealistic terms were 
presented to the Viets each time 
we let upon the bombings, yet many 
Americans were ‘surprised’ that 
Ho Chi Minh did not accept these 
‘peace feelers’. 

Unfortunately, many Americans 
are committed to the strange syl- 
logism that: (1) The U.S, erred in

widening of the war while devoting

THIS is why ‘Negotiation Now’ 
has been established, We do NOT 
ask for overnight, unilateral with- 
drawal , NEITHER do we wish Com- 
munism forced on the South Viet- 
namese, 

We DO ask the National Libera~ 
tion Front to reciprocate in efforts 
to attain this ceasefire, And we 
ask dictator Ky to respect and join 
ir, these measures, 

lf DEMOCRATIC ele¢tions are 
ever held in South Vietnam, in 
which ALL segments of the popu- 
lation are represented, not merely 
the military, and if the people are 
allowed to freely cast their votes 
without the military terrorism so 
common to most previous South
